LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The year 1953 saw a total of 2,833 books circulated. Of these 
1561 were juvenile, 640 were adult fiction, and 632 were adult non- 
fiction. A larger number of borrowers account for this increase of 
12% over the 1952 circulation. 


One hundred and twenty four books were added to the library 
this year—58 of them gifts. A group of interested townspeople by 
their contributions made it possible for us to purchase COLLIER’S 
ENCYCLOPEDIA. This valuable reference work has been greatly 
appreciated by the high school pupils. 


The Library has received two gifts as Memorials to. the late 
Senator Charles Tobey. The Gregg family sent the beautifully 
illustrated “Land Birds of America”, and Mr. Thomas Buchanan 
of Beaver, Penn. sent a check for $50, which has been placed in a 
special fund by the trustees until they determine how it can best be 
used. 


Another note-worthy gift to the library was a large collection 
of Classical and Semi-classical record albums. These may be taken 
out for the same length of time as books. Insofar as the State 
Library knows we are the only library of its size having such a col- 
lection. The libraries in Keene and Hanover are the others having 
such a service. 


The Bookmobile continues its valuable visits every 2 months. 
We borrow an average of 125 books each visit. We also borrow 
directly from the State Library. With the help of these excellent 
services, we are able to maintain a better standard on our limited 
budget.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 





To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I respectfully submit my seventh annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


Instruction 


Despite the crowded conditions in our school Miss Helen Stone 
and Mrs. Lucy Carter have done an exceptionally fine job in carry- 
ing on an effective educational program for our children. Proper 
attention has been given to the development of the fundamentals 
as well as providing the social activities and experiences that are 
necessary for the growth and development of well-rounded children. 
While it is difficult in a multiple graded room with large numbers of 
pupils to provide as much individual attention as one would desire, 
every effort has been made to give extra attention and help to those 
who need it. 


If the special article in the warrant pertaining to an additional 


teacher and additional space is approved by the voters of the district 


the grade assignments can be divided in such a manner as to provide 
for more individual attention and a more efficient educational pro- 
gram. 


Miss Ethelyn Edwards, with the splendid cooperation of the 
teachers, is continuing her fine work with the music program in our 
school. 


The music in the primary room consists of the development of 
the singing voice, the feeling for beautiful music and the joy of sing- 
ing beautiful songs. This is done through the use of their basic text, 
supplemented by seasonal songs, folk dancing and singing games as 
room space allows. As much time as is possible is spent on helping 
the individual to develop a properly placed singing voice. Rhythm 
band work is an important part of the music program in this room. 


In the upper room the singing course is continued with the 
emphasis on two-part singing. The basic music facts are taught and 
some syllable reading. The song flutes are introduced in this room. 
These instruments are a great aid in teaching music reading as well 
as a source of pleasure to the child. We would like to do more with 


music appreciation but limited time and inadequate equipment - 


makes this part of our program quite ineffective. 
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Health Supervision 


Miss Sybil Beatham, School Nurse, and Dr. Claire Cayward, 
School Doctor, are maintaining close supervision over the health 
of our children. The School Nurse Report reveals the details of this 
work,

This past year additional heat was added to the space presently 
used as the lunch room, as well as painting this area. The only area 


‘in the school building that now needs attention is the boys’ base- 


ment. A sum of money is provided in the budget to re-decorate this 
room. 


The grounds are being maintained in an attractive condition 
during the school year and summer months by responsible boys 
under the supervision of Miss Stone. 

Special Articles 


Articles 9 - 13 provide for the construction of an addition to 


the present school plant, and the services that go with such a con- 


struction. 


At the Special District Meeting, held on December 3, 1953, the 
School Board was petitioned to bring in at the next annual meeting 
as detailed plans as possible for the consideration of the voters. 
Since that date, several meetings have been held to review the 
sketches presented at the Special Meeting. Mr. Stephen Tracy, Ar- 
chitect from Nashua, N. H., has been acting consultant for the 
School Board. 


The plans as they presently exist would provide the following 


A large classroom 36° x 24’. 

A large storage room on first floor. 

A large cafeteria room 36’ x 24’. 

Additional kitchen space and storage. 

A teachers’ and nurses’ room to be made from the present 
room adjacent to the boiler room.
